At Special Council Meeting 


The special meeting of 
town council November 5 
voted 6-0 in favor of Coun- 
cillor Bakker’s motion to 
sign the contract with B, J, 
Graham Contracting Limit- 
ed for the construction of 
the Gatewood Rink building, 
Councillor Lukay was ab- 
sent, 

‘We've just spent $20,000 
for studies,’’ said Coun, de 
Bruijn - ‘‘we can build some- 
thing for the residents!’’ 

A memo to council from 
Parks Superintendent John 
Beedle on Oct. 5 advised 
that tenders had been re- 
ceived, and since that date 
there has been discussion 
on the project, which came 
in at roughly $30 per square 
foot for a total of $30,237 
which does not include ser- 
vicing. 

At the October 15 meeting 
Councillor Lukay, noting 
that there was nothing extra- 
ordinary in the plans - nofh- 
ing extra, voiced his concern 
at the high cost and said he 
could not support the pro- 
ject. Councillors Hudson and 
Bakker felt that the costs 
were in line with existing 
rates and to delay the pro- 
ject would mean higher costs 
down the road. That meeting 


authorized the rink to be 
built, with water, sewer and 
gas installed fromdebenture 
borrowings and the balance 
to be financed from Capital 
Expenditure of Capital Sur- 
plus, Staff was requested to 
work with the contractor to 
reach a lower price and 
that tenders for rink light- 
ing be called for under new 
specifications. 

Architect Mr, Scott was 
asked to attend the Nov. 5 
meeting after Mr. Beedle 
was unsuccessful in arrang- 
ing any significant cost re- 
duction, Although the staff 
agreed to most of the con- 
tractors suggestions onsav- 
ings through changes in mat- 


erials used, the saving was 
not upwards of $3,000 as 
was hoped, but only $1,200, 
Mr. Scott said ‘We are 
also concerned that the price 
is where it is - in the last 
four weeks it is just un- 
believable what prices are 
coming in,’’ He stated that 
Department of Public Works 
projects for concrete block 
buildings such as the Gate- 
wood rink were now costing 
$46 per square foot, 
Councillor Hudson was 
concerned with some of the 
proposed changes in mater- 
ials and did not think a sav- 
ing of $1,200 was worth it, 
in the long range.

Dist. hunter finds unusual artifact 


While hunting on Castle 
Mountain two weeks ago, Mr, 
Albert Lesburg found what 
looks like an axe head ex- 


; cept that the hole is not in 


the right place for use as 
an axe, On each side the 
stone axe head bears five 
grooves in chevron design, 

The people at the Provin- 
cial Museum in Edmonton 
were not able to identify the 
object or place its age too 
precisely, However paint 
scrapings indicated that it 
was 200, or possibly 300 
years old, They thought they 
could learn more about the 
date it was fashioned if they 
broke up the light rock from 
which it was made, but Mr, 
Lesburg wasn’t having that! 
They were able to tell him 
that it had been hand work- 
ed, and that they didn’t think 
it was a Weapon ~ more pro- 
bably a novelty, perhaps 
made by Indian people to be 
worn on a belt, 

The museum staff sugges 
ted Mr. Lesburg contact Dr, 
Read in Calgary, who has 
been in charge of archaeolgy 
work in the area, 

Albert found the axe head 
quite by accident, Climbing 
Castle Mountain in search of 
game he sat down to rest 


about 1,500 feet up, and not- 
iced what he thought was a 
pop bottle cap, and tried to 
pick it up, as is his habit 
as a litter-conscious hunter, 
He was on a well travelled 
game trail at the time, Af- 
ter this find he looked for 
another half hour or so for 
similar pieces, but found 
nothing more, 

Castle Mountain is loca- 


ted about three miles west 
of the B.C, border and eight 
miles inside the Montana 
border, 

The Lesburgs are keenly 
interested in learning more 
about the unusual axe head 
and would appreciate hear- 
ing from anyone who can 
Shed any light on it, They 
plan also to show it to Dr, 
Read in Calgary, 


Albert Lesburg is interested in learning all he can 
about this unusual axe head, fashioned from light rock 
which he found during a hunting trip on a game trail 
on Castle Mountain. Provincial Museum staff believe it 
is Indian workmanship, and 200 - 300 years old, or more, 
It measures § 1/2 inches long and 2 1/8 inches at 


blade edge.

By remaining seated it may be that the four persons were 
determined to make the point that since they are ‘‘as gooc 
as a judge,’’ why should they stand. 


By sentencing them the judge made a more important 
point, Standing indicates the respect of everyone in the 
court room - not for a man ~ but for what the man 
represents, He represents justice, supported by the laws 
of Canada, for every individual, Many men and women 
struggled - over many hundreds of years - many suffered 
and died in the struggle for this concept. 


And though the administration of justice may be imper- 
fect, because men and women are imperfect, the idea 
and the objective of every court to dispense justice 
deserves the respect of every person, Without that 
respect the concept of justice for every individual could 
fail, 


The absolute least that people in a court room can do in 
the name of justice is to stand when the man represent- 
ing justice enters a court room, 


The attitude of young men and women on Remembrance 
Day services is another case in point, For too many of 
them ignore the principle behind these services, Perhaps 
they are not sufficiently grounded in the history cf man- 
kind, Parents and educators and adults involved inwork- 
ing with young people might ponder how to make clear to 
them the basic respect for men and women which is 
inherent in Remembrance Day, 


Neither do they really understand the role ofthe monarchy 
in the Canadian system of democratic government, A 
knowledge of history is again needed and principles of 
justice are again involved,

I 
don’t intend to alibi for those 
who give hunters abad name, 
but I will defend the legiti- 
mate sportsmen, Youcan bet

ses, The owner of the horse 
in your picture should apply 
for compensation under the 
livestock fund, This will not 
cover the frustration and 
heartache but it should cover 
the actual value of the ani- 
mal, 

It is interesting that 67 
per cent of those convicted 
of offenses under the Wild- 
life Act during 1972 were 
from rural areas, This fact 
has been substantiated by 
the director of the Fish and 
Wildlife Division of the De- 
partment of Lands and For- 
ests. Yet the rural commune 
ity is quick to criticize the 
hunters who come from ur- 
ban areas, Landowners have 
a legitimate complaint when 
hunters fail to ask permiss- 
ion before entering on pri- 
vate land, There is no ex- 
cuse for this type of con- 
duct, 

All members of society 
have a moral obligation to 
report acts of vandalism to 
the proper authorities, Un- 
fortunately many landown- 
ers who suffer acts of van- 
dalism fail to report the 
incident, One of the best ways 


of reducing senseless acts of 
destruction is to report ine 
cidents early and accurat. 
ely, Magistrates and judges 
could help by imposing stif. 
fer fines on those convicted 
of offenses,

Government spending 
mounts on 3 levels 


A report by Monica Townson in the Canadian paper, 
Financial Times, November 21 issue states that ‘‘govern- 
ment spending, now at 40 per cent of our gross national 
product, comes close to matching spending levels of 
European governments such as Sweden,”’ 


The report notes that Unemployment Insurance has to 
pay out considerably more benefits this year: in 1972 - 
$1,872 million, For the first six months of 1973 - $1,197 


million, 


Yet jobs go begging in business and industry, ‘‘But the 
biggest cash-gulping department of the Federal govern- 
ment,’’ says the Times report, ‘‘is Health and Welfare - 
now asking for $217 million extra to pay a $12 family 
allowance, Family allowances are now estimated to cost 
$764 million - 40 per cent more than at budget time.” 
Mr, Turner’s budget also needs $159 million just to pay 
back increased interest on public debt. 


Mr, Keith Rapey, president of the Canadian Manufacturers 
Association wonders ‘if the Canadian people realize that 
spending of three levels of government now consumes 
49 per cent of the National income! And if we continue 
this course the three levels will take 62 per cent by 


1980,’’ 


Some economists on this continent are saying they fear 
a severe repression throughout the highly developed 
countries in the western world, They have urged govern- 
ments to lead the way in reducing expenditure as mea- 
sure to control inflation and protect people against such 
a recession, Other economists favour large government 


spending, 


A dilemma for management in industry and business 
and for government representatives is that they cannot 
rely on the experts to solve problems, because the 


experts do not agree, 


On the matter of increased government spending !t may 
be that the best thing for people toremember Is ‘There's 
no such thing as a free lunch,’

The position paper on the 
Alberta Municipal Water- 
works Assistance Program 
was released recently by the 
Alberta Department of the 
Environment , 

In essence, the position 
paper acknowledges the pro= 
vince’s commitment to a 
program of balanced growth 
in Alberta and couples this 
concept with the theory that 
a supply of water is theess- 
ential utility that must be 
provided in every commun- 
ity. 

It is in view of those 
accepted facts that the pro= 
vince unveiled its position 
paper on the assistance pro- 
gram for waterworks sys- 
tems, keeping in mind the 
heavy financial burden such 
systems impose on munici- 
palities. 

According to the position 
paper, the Alberta Govern- 
ment Waterworks Program 
will provide financial ass- 
istance for the construction 
of a supply of water, such 
as wells, small dams etc, 
Funds will also be made 
available for raw water re- 
servoirs, water treatment 
plants and water pump sta- 
tions, Financial assistance 
is also available for the 
construction of water trans= 
mission lines up to but not 
including any portion of the 
distribution system, also for 
the construction of clear 
water storage reservoirs 
and water towers, 

To be eligible for assis= 
tance the existing capital 
debenture debt must exceed 
or equal $75 per capita, Any 
community with an existing 
per capita capital debt of 
less than this amount will 
be required to be financially 
responsible for that portion 
of the new work capital costs 
up to the equivalent of $75

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PARLIAMENT

Parliament has passed the 
government bill to extend 
the partial ban on capital 
punishment for another five 
years, The Bill carried by a 
margin of only 13 votes, 
indicating clearly that there 
was not overwhelming sup- 
port in the House for the 
government measure, 

Most Conservative meme 
bers in the House fought to 
have the Bill strengthened 
to include the death penalty 
for all murders, especially 
‘in cases when murder could 
be proved to be premedita- 
ted, or resulting from a 
crime with violence, Seven- 
ty-two of the 95 Conservae 
tive members who were in 
the House for the vote cast 
their votes against the Rill, 

As it now stands, and for 
the next five years, thedeath 
penalty can only be imposed 
for murder of a policeman 
or prison guard, killed while 
on duty, Other murders call 
for life imprisonment, with 


parole possible after 10 
years have been served in 
prison, 


Many of my colleagues 
share my view that this iss- 
ue should have been settled 
at this particular time, ine 
stead of voting to extend 
the present law for another 
five years, In 1967, when 
the present law was approv- 
ed by Parliament, it was 
clearly stated at the time 
that the Hause would review 
the law on the basis of data 
accumulated over the five 
year test ban, Permanent 
legislation was to have been 
tabled last year. 

However, during the five 
year period, every single 
death sentence imposed by 
the courts for murders of 
policemen was commuted by 
the cabinet to life imprison 
ment, Some of those whose 
sentences were commuted 
have been released from pri- 
son, or have escaped custody 
and have murdered again, 
Even in those cases the death 
penalty was not carried out, 


making a mockery of the law, 

The very nature ofthe Bill 
is repugnant to me, It spe= 
cifies that the murder of a 
policeman or prison guard 
is more heinous that the 
murder of another person, 
such as you or me, While 
I would endorse drastic mea- 
sures to assist the police in 
their fight against violent 
crime, this is not the ane 
swer. The best weapon that 
we can give to the police is 
to exact the supreme pen- 
alty for all murders. 

The present law is selece 
tive, in respect to the ime 
portance of the lives of Canae 
dians, I don’t believe thatwe 
have a right to say whose 
life is important for the pur- 
poses of establishing penalt- 
ies, and whose life is not 
important, The best law in 
the land will not be effec- 
tive in halting the rise in 
violent crime, however, un- 
less the law is administered 
in the interests of the people, 

Anyone who contemplates 
the murder of a policeman 
knows in advance that, even 
if the death sentence is ime 
posed on conviction, the Cae 
binet will very likely come 
mute the sentence to life 
imprisonment, Among other 
things, this policy leads to 
contempt for the law, and for 
law-makers, We have seena 
general breakdown in the 
past few years in respect 
for law and order, and this 
trend is the direct result of 
laxness in the administrae 
tion of our laws, and the 
coddling of criminals, 

{ have said before, and I 
say now, that our concern 
should be directed towards 
the interests of the law-abid- 
ing citizens of our country, 
It appears to me at times as 
though we have become more 
concerned about the life of a 
convicted murderer than we 
are about the lives of the 
victims, 

It remains to be seen now 
whether the government will 
allow death sentences to 
stand for convicted murder- 
ers or policemen, in the fut- 

ure
